The complaint charges that the rail­ 
road was party to a conspiracy by 
Texas and other local merchants to 
prevent the retail sale of these pro­ 
ducts without the payment of a “ bur­ 
densome tax.” 
The Adleta Paper company, of Mus­ 
kogee, Ok., filed a complaint against 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, alleg­ 
ing an overcharge of $38 on a two 
carload shipment of paper and paper 
manufactures from St. Ix>uis to Mus­ 
kogee.
